O’Donnell was born in Wil- 
liamsburg on April 4, 1887, son 
of James and Anna _ (Rouse) 
O’Donnell. Following his gradu- 
ation from Williamsburg ‘High 
School, he enlisted in the 15th 
U. S. Cavalry and’‘served with 
that unit in the Philippines and 
in Cuba. He joined the Pennsyl- 
vania State Police in 1909 and 
avas promoted to sergeant in 
1911. He served in the latter ca- 
pacity until 1914 and was cited 
for bravery following a riot at 
McKee’s Rock, Pa. 

Leaving the State Police ser- 
vice he organized a_ military 
police guard in 1914 for the Her- 
cules Powder company of Ken- 
vil, N. J. ‘He was next in charge 
of the military guard at the U. S. 
Armory in Springfield and went 
to South Deerfield on May 1, 
1917 as chief of police. He served 
as police head until Aug. 1, 1924 
when he resigned to accept an 
appointment as inspector for the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

O’Donnell was married on 
Sept. 7, 1917, in Haydenville to 
Katherine M. Riley of that town. 
The couple has two children, 
Miss Mary R. O’Donnell, a stu- 
dent at the New England Conser- 
vatory of Music in Boston and 
James a_ student at Deerfield 
academy.

Reminders are with us and 
the lands still bear the evidence 
of the wrath of the water. We 
shall not forget the flood of 1936 
two years ago this month.

body is being brought to North- 
field for burial in the family plot 
at Center cemetery. 

Mrs. Calender was in posses- 
sion of many historical facts of 
Northfleid and its early history 
and of its families and was eag- 
erly sought after for such in- 
formation.

__ EDITORIAL 


Perhaps no other topic affords 
more interest among local read- 
ers than the European situation 
which is more tangled than ever. 
Hitler and Mussolini have both 
fost our respect. They are ruth- 
less barbarians. 

Hitler’s armed conquest 
Austria, und the rout of the 
Schuschnigg government, has 
created new panic. Furthermore, 
it has strained previously cor- 
dial German-Italian relations. 
Mussolini, for all of his saber- 
rattling, is trying to stave off 
war, knowing his country’s re- 
sources are inadequate. He pre- 
fers blutf to action. ‘Hitler seems 
bent on going uhead, come what 
may, and that has Italy worried. 

Most important of all, Hitler’s 
move into Austria has put Eng- 
land on the spot. The Chamber- 
lain government can hardly go 
ahead with its plans for a rap- 
prochement with Germany with- 
out openly countenancing ruth- 
less aggression. And no one be- 
lieves the English people would 
stand for that. 

Evervone feels that Hitler is 
now looking toward conquest of 
Czechoslovakia. Perhaps for oth- 
er exploitation. But his day will 
come and it will be his “ter tag” 
—the day of his undoing. Hitler, 
the man without a soul, lacking 
all the essentials of human feel- 
ing as displayed in his persecu- 
tions may vet be “doomed” and 
we... we will not be sorry. 
re) 

The youth of today are giving 
us much concern and the amount 
of deviltry which exists among 
them is amazing. Perhaps in the 
aggregate they are no worse 
than the youth of former years 
in the hight of experience and 
advantage. Not all youth are to 
be condemned but the acts of a 
portion do cast a reflection upon 
the whole group.

Of course, it saves you the trou- 
ble of raking and cleaning up 
and the grass shows up greener 
a little bit sooner. But wait until 
next summer when it begins to 
get dry. Then you’ wish that 
you had a little of that old grass 
t oact as a mulch and you'll 
wish that you had some of those 
young grass plants which were 
killed off by the burning. If you 
must get rid of that old grass, 
rake it off with a ake, but don’t 
burn it. 
. And right now when the frost 
is coming out of the ground is a 
mighty good time to patch your 
lawn. Take off the old sod, spade 
it up or loosen it up in some 
way, and then either seed it or 
secure some turf from some oth- 
er bocation. Lay it down as you 
would a cross word puzzle. Roll 
it well, put in a little seed, and 
it will be O. K.
